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Bookstore relocates; lounge 
area becomes possibility 


UTM’s ROTC program 
set for termination

UTM’s branch of the ROTC 
is scheduled to close in 2015, 
allowing current members to 
graduate before closure. 

Alumni, faculty and staff alike 
are surprised and disappointed 
by this news, as the ROTC 
program has been a respected 
commodity on the UTM 

J 

campus for years. However, this 
decision was not made because 
of a lack of success on campus. 

"The decision was not based 
on program quality, but on 
factors such as cutting costs and 
the regional distribution of these 
programs," said Dr. Jerald Qgg, 
Provost and Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs at UTM and 
former U.S, Air Force officer. 

Ogg also said that the review 
has been ongoing for years, 
although UTM’s ROTC 
program has been known for 
Its productivity In satisfying the 
Array’s goals. 

Thus, news of closure came as 
a surprise, as UTM was never 


given a warning. 

Ultimately, the decision to 
close the ROTC program can 
be reversed, UTM is talking 
with both the Army and local 
political communities in the 
hopes that the ROTC program 
will be saved. 

Although the movement has 
gained the support of retired 
officers, Ogg said these efforts 
“will be an uphill climb. 1 ' 

One of Oggs greater concerns 
is the future of UTM after the 
ROTC’s closing. In regards 
to UTM’s loss of an ROTC 
program, Ogg said that UTM 
will face a significant loss of 
students if ROTC goes. 

" 1 f th e de cl sio n stan ds, it me a ns 
we will lose the opportunity to 
have some outstanding young 
men and women attend our 
university; students who want to 
pursue careers as Army officers 
within the ROTC program will 
simply have to attend another 
institution,’ 1 Ogg said. 

Tills loss of the ROTC might 
affect UTMs reputation of 
having a diverse student body. 



Because of the recent federal 
government shutdown, some 
may have mistaken the two 
incidents as being related. Ogg 
assures readers that these two 
incidents are not connected. 

“Given the timing, there has 
been some understandable 
confusion about this decision 
being connected to the federal 
government shutdown. It is 
not,” Ogg said. 


The UTM Barnes and Noble 
bookstore will be relocating to a 
new home. 

John Abel, Interim Director of 
the University Center, said the 
bookstore is planning to move 
from its current location on the 
second floor of the UC to room 112 
on the first floor sometime in 2014. 

“Were hoping by May of next 
year. Might even be a little bit 
be fore th at,” said Nancy Ya rbrough. 
Interim Vice Chancellor of 
Finance and Administration 
Yarbrough said that the move 
wouldn’t take long. 

“We dont think that its going to 
take all that long. It will be ready 
by tall for sure. Hi at is what the 
plan is, 11 Yarbrough said. “1 cant 
imagine that it wouldn’t be [ ready j 
because the empty space can be 
worked on any time since we’re not 
using it. They can begin working 
on it once the contract is signed, 
and we've got everything worked 
out how everything is going to be 
laid out. When it’s ready, its just a 
matter of moving” 

Yarbrough said that the move 
would make it more accessible for 
students, and it might feature a 
lounge area where students could 


come in to drink coffee or read. It 
could also feature a charging station, 

“1 feel this will be a great 
opportunity to enhance our 
services to better serve the 
students and campus needs,” 
said Mara Burton, the bookstore 
manager. 

Students and vice chancellors 
are being asked of their opinions 
on what to put into the new 
bookstore, as well as what to do 
with the former area. 

This summer, Barnes and Noble 
shared with us a draft relocation 
proposal. They wanted to follow 
up by conducting focus groups 
with students during the fall 
semester to finalize their plans, I 
am currently working with Barnes 
and Noble to schedule these focus 
group meetings” Abel said. 

The plans for the former space 
are still up in the air, 

“We asked the various vice 
chancellors to submit proposals 
for that area. 1 think that whatever 
will happen, it will be tor student 
services of some type. IVe seen 
requests for student government, 
any kind of student organizations, 
student success center and a multi¬ 
cultural center. Tie proposals will 
be presented to the chancellor’s 
staff” Yarbrough said.

The opening day of deer season 
for archery kicked off Sept, 28, and 
the muzzleloader and gun opening 
days are quickly approaching. 

Some students at UTM have a 
hard time adjusting to the lack ot 
hunting while in college. Little do 
they realize, however, that they do 
not have to give up their passion 
for hunting while being away from 
home. 

As a hunter, being away from 
the land that is regularly hunted 
during deer seasons can be very 
frustrating, hut it does not mean 
that hunting isn't possible. 

So what is a poor college student 
to do? The answer starts with the 
gear. A student can visit many 
different places in and around 
Martin to help gear them up for 
the big hunting trip. 

Final Flight in Union City, the 
local Wal-Mart and even Rural 
King can be great places to start. 
Regardless of what store is chosen, 
each one offers a wide variety ol 
sporting goods. 

Each store sells different arrays 
of both rifle and bow hunting gear

that can be used. Hunters can also 
save money by bringing pre-owned 
gear from home. 

Hunting clothing is even sold at 
the stores, and one can he decked 
out from head to toe in camouflage 
for very little money. Guns and 
bows can be bought at Wal-Mart 
or Final Flight. 

Students need to remember that 


weapons aren’t allowed on the 
UTM campus. If a weapon needs 
to be stored, it must be checked in 
and out of Public Safety in Crisp 
Hall. 

Once students have their own 
gear and weapons, they must 
decide on where to hunt. 

"‘The Tennessee Wildlife 
Resources Agency (TWRA) 
manages a large number of areas 
across the state that are open to the 
public for hunting. TWRA also 
has information on U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife areas that are open for 
hunting," said Dr. Philip Sniartt, 
an Associate Professor of Natural 
Resources Management, 

''Public hunting is also available 
at Land Between the Lakes (LBL) 
and the Milan Arsenal. All these 
areas do have special requirements. 
Before going out, those interested 
should go to the web pages for 
TWRA, LBL and/or the Milan 
Arsenal and research the location 
they are interested in and what is 
required to hunt on these sites." 

He also stresses exercising safety 
when hunting on public lands. 

w Hunting oil public lands 
requires you to be extra cautious. 
You will be sharing the woods with 


other folks, and ignoring safety 
rules can bring tragedy. If it is your 
first time into a particular area, I 
strongly recommend going with 
someone who knows it and who 
is safe. They can help you have a 
positive experience and hopefully, 
a successful hunt, 1 ’ Smartt said. 

Once a deer is harvested, it must 
be checked in. The TWRA now 
offers online tagging options at 
www. twracheckin. com. 

They also have a mobile site 
available, gotwra.org. If all else 
fails, game can always be checked 
in at a traditional check-in 
station. After checking in the 
harvest, a hunting college student 
faces another problem: processing. 
What can a student do with the 
harvested meat? 

There are many processors 
around Martin, such as Kauffmans 
Processing and Bird well Deer 
Processing. Yoder Brothers 
Processing also processes deer, 
and they are located between 
Martin and Paris. BirdwelFs, 
Yoder Brothers and Kauffmans 
all accept Hunters for the Hungry 
Donations. The Tennessee 
Wildlife Federations Hunters for 
the Hungry program connects 


deer hunters and deer processors 
to help address the ever-increasing 
problem of hunger in Tennessee. 

Hunters donate properly field- 
dressed deer at a processor who 
participates in Hunters for the 
Hungry: The donated venison 
is then prepared, packaged and 
distributed to food banks and soup 
kitchens to be disbursed to people 
in need. 

Tliis can be beneficial if there is 
no area to store harvested meat, or 
even it student hunters just want 
to give a helping hand. Ultimately, 
beginning a public hunting 
experience in Martin starts with 
being prepared and doing research, 
Gather all ot the gear, research the 
land that is being hunted, and be 
prepared to bag a trophy deer and 
process the meat. 

Make sure to hunt with caution, 
and always follow the state laws.

“The website said the professor was 
really difficult and referred to the class 
as un-passable. When I got to the class, 
I really liked him and enjoyed the class,” 
she said. 

Ultimately students listen to their 
advisers for registration suggestions. 

“The double-side of it is that I did have 
an experience when the professor was 
as bad as the website had said, and my 
adviser also subtly warned me against 
taking the professor.

Andy Holt attributes success to attitude, focus, consistency

Andy Holt, UTM alumnus

the state representative for 
District 76, proves everyday 
to Tennesseans that humble 
beginnings can't keep you 
from reaching your goals if 
you remain true and focused. 

<l l grew up in south 
Knoxville in a small 
community called Bestial. 
[I] grew up in a poor 
neighborhood. ... Its so 
funny talking to my parents, 
they don t have a clue what 
I'm doing, 1 ' Holt said. 

Holt’s father was a 
pin mb e r in Kn oxvil 1 e 
during the Butcher Bank 
failure of the 1980s. His 
fathers business came to a 
“screeching halt 1 ' and lost 
thousands of dollars in 
labor, tools and materials. 
Holt found his mother 
crying on the floor a few 
days later, because they 
didn't even have enough for 
groceries* This served as the 
trigger for Holt's desire to 
have something better. 

I remember telling myself 
as a child that I wouldn’t live 
like this," Holt said. 

While enrolled at 
Southvilie High School, Holt 
focused on industrial arts, 
which includes carpentry, 
electrical and welding, the 
latter of which he still does 
to this day. Holt also took 
advanced placement classes 
and realized for himself that 


he was a good student. He 
then took government and 
economics classes. 

Holt chose to attend 
UTK for his undergraduate 
education and UTM for 
his Masters because of their 
proximity to where he grew 
up, as well as wanting a 
versatile degree. 

Holt describes his 
overall college experience 
as excellent as he had the 
opportunity to meet new 
people, as well as being 
employed and involved on 
campus. Holt decided not to 
join a fraternity and stayed 
away from drinking. 

“1 didn’t have a lot of 
distractions in college. I was 
able to focus on my studies 

and my work_I just worked 

it out, 1 ' Holt said. 

Holt and Iris wife Ellie, a 
native of the Dresden area, 
have four children. 

For Holt, success in 
life “boils down to [the] 
attitude a person takes each 
and every day/’ 

Holt currently serves 
as state representative for 
District 76, representing all 
of the people of Weakley 
County as well as portions 
of Carroll and Obion 
County. During his tenure, 
he has supported several bills 
centered on farming and 
animal cruelty. 

Relatively speaking,

important ... but one that 
has by all means garnered 
the most controversy would 


have been Livestock Cruelty 

v 

Prevention Act of 2013. ... 
That bill was actually vetoed 
by the governor,” Holt said. 

Tire bill, though vetoed 
by Tennessee Governor 
Bill Ha slam, would have in 
theory forced anyone who 
sees an example of animal 
cruelty to contact law 
enforcement and then be 
required to submit unedited 
copies of photographic 
evidence of the animal 
cruelty within 48 hours. 

Tie state representative for 
District 76 describes himself 
as a “farmer by trade” with 
several different contracts 
and farms in the Dresden 
area, including a contract 
with Tosh Farms to finish 
swine for them. 

O ther bu s i ness i nte re s ts 
that Holt has include a 
partnership with his wife and 
father-in-law on cattle and a 
sideline farm named Holt 
Farms, where the mainstay is 
pumpkin production. 

“On some other land we 
have pine trees as well. We 
kind of joke and say that 
we farm the three P’s; Pigs, 
Pines and Pumpkins,” 
Holt said. 

Holt firmly believes that 
the connections one makes 
in college are one of the 
key factors in finding a job 
after graduation. 

“1 think that's something 
that all students should 
take into consideration 
in pursuing any advanced 
degree. It is not only the 


education that somebody 
receives but also the 
ne two rki ng oppo r tu ni t i e s 
that abound as you 

j 

continue to climb your way 
up the educational ladder,'" 
Holt said. 

Holt tells aspiring students 
that to be successful in life 
they cannot have multiple 
goals simultaneously, one 
must slow down, make a 


conscious effort each day 
to do something and write 
down short and long-term 
goals each day. 

“The best advice to students 
1 can give is [that] you can’t 
have 17 goals simultaneously. 
You have to break goals 
down. ... Make a conscious 
decision, [and ask yourself]. 
Am I going to work hard or 
just get by?’,” Holt said.

When Heather Griffin and 
Nateela McGhee decided to apply 
tor internships at Youth Villages, a 
nonprotit organization whose goal 
is to provide treatment for children 
with emotional and behavioral 
problems, neither of them expected 
tli at their lives would change 
so drastically. Both girls were 
placed in facilities in Memphis, 
which is where the organization’s 
headquarters is located. 

Griffin, a senior majoring in 
both Psychology and Family 
and Consumer Sciences from 
Rutherford, said she decided to 
apply for an internship at Youth 
Villages because it is one of the 
top internships in the U.S. Even 
though she applied, she said she 
didn’t expect to be chosen out of 
the 1,000 other applicants. 

Griffin worked at Dogwood 
Campus with 13 to 16-year- 
old girls. Before starting her 
internship, she was able to read the 
history of each of the girls that she 
would be working with. Dogwood 
Campus is a facility requiring 
many restrictions where the girls 
are supervised at all times. The idea 


is tor the girls to transition into 
independent living. 

At Dogwood Campus, the days 
activities begin around 6:30 ever}'' 
morning. The girls are allowed so 
many minutes to take a shower 
and eat breakfast before going to 
school. After school, the girls attend 
counseling sessions. These sessions 
are done in a group setting, usually 
for an hour. Sometimes there arc 
one-on-one sessions, if needed. 
After the counseling sessions, 
there is a one-hour activity period, 
Following the activity period, the 
girls have dinner in the cafeteria, 
where no talking is allowed. 

Griffin explained that some of 
the girls still have anger issues and 
that talking to one another might 
provoke an outburst of hostility. 
After dinner, the girls have another 
hygiene period before going to 
bed, which is usually around 8 
p.m. Each girl has her own room 
without a television. 

Griffin feels the internship at 
Youth Villages was a blessing 
and that it impacted her life in 
a big way. 

44 Seeing those girls smile every day 
despite what they’ve been through 
makes me look at l ife a lot differently. 
1 no longer take so much for granted

like 1 used to," Griffin said. 

McGhee, a senior Psychology 
major from Carterville, Tenn., 
completed her internship at 
Poplar Group Home, a facility 
for boys ages 16-18. This is her 
second internship with Youth 
Villages. She worked at Poplar 
the previous summer and enjoyed 
it so much she decided to re¬ 
apply. Growing up in the suburbs 
and living a sheltered life made 
McGhee want to work with 
inner-city children. She wanted 
to help them see that they don’t 
have to let their circumstances 
determine their future. 

At Poplar, the day usually 
starts around 6 a. in. The routine 
is similar to Dogwood Campus, 
except not as restricted. All of 
the cooking, cleaning and other 
household chores are performed 
by a house mother. Poplar is a 
group home so there is a little, 
more freedom for the boys 
there. After breakfast, the boys 
go to school. After school, they 
have a one-hour activity period 
and group counseling sessions, 
which also last about an hour. 
If the counselors feel that it is 
necessary, they will have one-on- 
one family sessions. If the boys 
maintain good behavior, they 
receive points and are awarded 
free passes to visit with their 
families or go on an outing. 
Outings are done as a group. 
Poplar is preparing these boys for 
a transition into adulthood. 

While the boys are at school, 
the counselors spend their day 
working with Safe Place, which 
offers a safe place for children 
to go. Counselors educate the 
community about Youth Villages 
and all the services that they offer. 

McGhee once wanted to go into 
forensic science, but has decided 
to specialize in child psychology. 
Seeing so many hurting children 
made her want to work with 
emotionallv abused children.

'The Non-Traditional Student 
Association, NTSA, is changing 
the norm tor college students. 

Today, over half of the student 
body at UTM are non-traditional 
students. They also arc full-time 
students that reside off campus, 
but generally work a full-time 
job. Tie majority of them have 
children and a wide range of 
outside responsibilities. 

Sometimes the workload, tor a 
non-traditional student, becomes 
overwhelming and stressful. 

“Tiie Mon-Traditional Student 
Association of UT Martin is 
a support group for the non- 
traditionals. We are a brother and 
sister organization that pick up on 
what each one ot us may need, such 
as babysitting and running errands 
while someone is studying or taking 
a test,” said Mayce Ailoway, senior, 
NTSA president. 

What makes one be considered 
a non-traditional student? A non- 
traditional student is someone 
who has been out of college 
for one semester or more and 
is returning, someone who is 
working 35 hours or more a week 
while taking college courses, 
someone who is paying for tuition 
out-of-pocket, someone who is 
married or has been married or 
someone who has a child. 


“Tli ere is a lack of membership 
in NTSA, mainly because of 
the many responsibilities a noil- 
traditional student has outside of 
classes/' said Ailoway. 

The time of the non-traditional 
student may be precious and 
valuable to them, but they still 
find a way to give back to the 
campus and community. Tie 
organization helps support one 
persons GED testing each year in 
hopes of once they complete their 
testing, they will attend UTM 
and join NTSA becoming a good 
example tor others. 

A majority of the NTSA members 
graduated this past semester, 

“We are down to 12 members 
in number, so we are working on 
rebuilding the organization. Our 
main goal for the semester is to 
raise enough money to fulfill the 
scholarships that we sponsor every 
year,' 1 said Ailoway. 

NTSA members arc career- 
oriented. Many of them graduate 
and become employed at UTM. 

“Its hard being a non-traditional 
student, but we are determined to 
make sure we all succeed. We are 
always here for each other in the 
time of need," said Ailoway.

Tie UTM men's rodeo team 
finished just 10 points shy of 
first place while the women's 
squad came in fourth place at 
the Murray State rodeo over the 
weekend. 

Tie men’s team compiled 
550 points in its quest to win 
its second consecutive rodeo to 
start the season. Meanwhile, the 
women’s team accumulated 170 
points - 130 points behind the 
winner. 

In calf roping, Ben Walker 
brought home first place in the 
average (19.1 seconds), earning 
fifth in the first go (10,1) and 
second in the short go (9.0). Clark 
Adcock compiled an average 
time of 19.5 seconds to place 
second, finishing with a time 
of 10.9 seconds in the first go 
(sixth) and a time of 8.6 seconds 
in the short go (first).

In steer wrestling, Clay 
Mitchell (14.5, fourth) and 
Tucker Kail (20.1, fifth) finished 
in back-to-back slots in average 
time. Mitchell placed sixth in the 
first go (8.7) and fourth in the 
short go (5.8) while Kail came in 
at a time of 7.0 in the short go. 
Austin Duckett (4.8 in the first 
go, first place) also represented 
UTM in the event. 

Tie UTM duo of Alley and 
Adcock tallied an average time 
of 16.7 seconds to finish second 
after completing the best time in 
the short go (5.7 seconds). 

A total of four UTM cowgirls 
competed in barrel racing. Nealey 
Dalton brought home a second 
place finish in the average (27.8 
seconds) after placing third in 
the first go (13.93 seconds) and 
second in the short go (13.87 
seconds). Katie Brown (28.23 
seconds) finished in fourth in 
the average right behind Dalton, 
placing fourth in the short go 
with a time of 14,00 seconds. 
Dacia Horne (14.09 in the first 
go) and Mary Francis Gorsuch

Skyhawks will need all hands on deck in game with Tennessee Tech

Coming off of a tough homecoming 
loss to Jacksonville State, UTM will 
continue their stretch of Ohio Valley 
Conference games when they travel to 
Cookeville to take on Tennessee Tech, 

The Golden Eagles (3-3, 0-2 OVC) 
come into the game after suffering an 
11-point loss to Murray State. However, 
with UTM (3-2, 1-1 OVC) coming off 
of their own double-digit loss, it's safe 
to say that both teams will be trying to 
rebound and crawl their way back up the 
OVC ladder. 

Through the first three w r eeks of the 
season, UTM shook up the PCS by 
defeating ranked teams Chattanooga 


and Central Arkansas, Then, they played 
Southeast Missouri. Despite coming 
out of the game with a win, the team 
displayed some of the same issues that 
people were expecting out of them before 
the season started. Unfortunately for the 
Skyhawks, some of those issues carried 
over to the Jacksonville State game. 

Against the Red hawks, UTM threw a 
pick and had three fumbles; luckily, they 
only lost one. Against the Gamecocks, 
the Skyhawks put the ball on the ground 
two more times, losing one, and tossed 
another interception. In a ball-control 
offense like UTMs, its often hard to 
come back from turnovers. The main 
reason that they overcame them against 
SEMO was the running back D.J. 
McNeil. 

At SEMO, McNeil had a career- 
high 156 yards, but he only ran for 66 


against Jacksonville State. On the flip 
side, quarterback Dylan Favre threw the 
ball 36 times against the Gamecocks, a 
season-high.. 

Tennessee Tech brings in the sixth best 
scoring oflense in the QVC, averaging 
29.3 points per game, and the sixth best 
scoring defense that is allowing 32.5 
points per game. 

For UTM to get back on track, McNeil 
has to be more involved in the offense 
than he w r as against Jacksonville State. 
Through the first four games of the 
season, McNeil averaged 24,5 touches a 
game and 124 yards per game; against 
the Gamecocks, he totaled 16 touches for 
78 yards. Granted, a lot of that had to do 
with UTM playing from behind, but we 
learned early in the year that the formula 
for a Skyhawk victory was to rely on their 
fourth ranked rushing offense and their 


third-ranked total defense. 

On the bright side for UTM, the 
Golden Eagles have allowed 172.7 
rushing yards per game so far this season. 
So assuming he gets the carries he needs, 
McNeil should have no problems finding 
holes. This game, like almost every game 
the Skyhawks have played this season, will 
ultimately come down to the quarterback 
position. 

Favre will have to find the magic that 
helped him unofficially claim the starting 
job and lead the team to a 3-1 start and 
a No. 22 ranking in the Sports Network 
FCS Poll. 

A strong showing against Tennessee 
Tech should solidify his role as the 
starting quarterback, but the Skyhawks 
can't afford to return from Cookeville 
1-2 in the conference when they take on 
Tennessee State.
